Retiring EB Head Urges Tax Reform 


INDIANAPOLIS 'U P I) — Calls for higher gasoline 
taxes and for antistrike legislation were issued today by 
George Doup in his farewell m essage for the Indiana 
Farm Bureau after 19 years as president 
He retires Tuesday. 
“ The General Assembly should just bite the bullet by 
increasing the cents per gallon tax in an amount that 
would provide the additional funds that are needed 
There is no reason to change our method o f highway 
financing,'' 
Doup 
said. 
Strikes and protests by m igrant workers in California 
and Indiana during the past harvest are the sort of 
actions that are "not only devastating for the farm er, 
but are costly for the consumer .. ” Doup said “ Farm 
legislation should be enacted that will protect farm ers 
and consum ers from the ravages of such strikes,'" he 
said 
He said federal farm program s should avoid setting 
target prices for grain at a level that will excessively 
stim ulate production He also said there is no need for a 
grain reserve, under today’s depressed grain prices He 
also spoke against government stabilization of prices, 
saying farm ers would pay for stabilization in “ mediocre 
— not satisfactory — farm prices " 
Doup said energy conservation and development has a 
high priority and he praised the referendum action by 
voters in six states recently which rejected proposals to 
"unduly restrict the development of nuclear power 
plants ’’ 
He said pressures are increasing at state and national 
levels for more and broader landuse planning and that 
farm ers “ do recognize the need for some sound planning 
and zoning legislation and regulation " But he said 
private property rights must be protected and the 
adm inistration of broad plans is best done “ by local 
people at the local government level " 
Doup said lite state tax board acted wisely in ruling 
(fiat inflated property values will be reduced 30 per cent 
as an inflation adjustm ent for assessm ent purposes

One floor of the hospital is filled with involved X ray and 
diagnostic equipm ent They have all ty pes of X ra y m achines 
an infinite n u m b er of tests. They h av e a section for nuclear 
medicine, ato m ic m edicine, and “ the hot ro o m ’ 
during the 
past week I have tried out m a n y of th e m ! 
T here is a gallium test th at runs four d ays in a row after an 
injection of n uclear m edicine, and th ere a re tests following 
either drinking or injecting fluids th a t react differently with 
different tissues and rep ro d u c e differently on film 


One afternoon at one I w as injected and told to drink six 
g lasses of w aler in two hours. This w as for a nu clear test of long 
bones and for the actual test a m ech an ism like a ste a m roller 
passed w ithin inches of m y body. This w as a slow roller and took 
45 m inutes to do. 
Today I a m again injected with a different n u clear substance 
and aw ait a gallium test. To co m plete this, I will go to nuclear 
m edicine four d ay s in a row Today, tom orrow, and for two 
m o re days E a c h day, a m etal “ d r u m ” will p ass slowly back 
and forth E ach day the n u clear m a te ria l reacts differently to 
different tissues.

Two d ay s in a row I had so nar bounced acro ss m y middle 
Sonar, a s you know, is the test originating in W W II by the navy 
to test objects in the sea T he sound of the bounce com es back 
differently on objects like m etal or se aw eed for e x am p le Today 
it is used by medicine. 
It is g re a t to have so m an y concerned about m e when I seem 
so perfectly norm al... 
Incidently, the n erve which I c a m e in to have analyzed is 
slowly reco vering all by itself. 
I m u st confess that m y long stand in g “ ta le n t” has followed 
me. The r o o m m a te has long noticed th at w hen I touch anything, 
it is ap t to break down

any product.

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Think About It 
Important Bills 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Eight bills, ranging from a 
code of fair information practices to a statewide 
m andatory crim e reporting system, will be reviewed by 
the Governor’s Commission on Individual Privacy at its 
Dec. 17 meeting in the office of Gov. Otis R. Bowen. 
Another proposal would end m ass sale of m otorists’ 
names and addresses. 
The commission, headed by William D. Ruckelshaus, 
former acting FBI director, assistant U. S. attorney 
general 
and 
Environmental 
Protection 
A g e n c y 
adm inistrator, will consider the bills as potential ways 
of implementing some of the conclusions reached by its 
subcommittees. 
The decisive meeting will review not only the 
commission’s final report to Gov. Otis R. Bowen but 
also bills to accomplish some of the proposals if they are 
approved. The measures would be introduced in the 1977 
Indiana Legislature if the commission accepts them. 
Membership of the commission includes two legislative 
leaders — House Speaker Kermit O. Burrous, R-Peru, 
and Senate Finance Chairman Frank L. O’Bannon, D- 
Corsdon. 
Some of the bills still are in the discussion stage but 
Marcia Oddi, executive director of the commission, and 
J. Timothy McCaulay, a staff member, are making 
prelim inary drafts in consultation with commission 
members. They want to be prepared if the commission 
on Dec. 17 votes in favor of the proposed implementing 
legislation. 
Here is a brief sum m ary of the eight proposed bills: 
—Set up a m andatory reporting system to require 
local agencies to report arrests and their dispositions. 
Such a central reporting system would be supervised by 
the Indiana State Police. The proposed bill calls for 
conviction data to be available without limitation but 
would limit nonconviction data contained in the central 
repository from being used by anyone other than law 
enforcement aeencies. The draft does contain a proviso 
that nonconviction data would be available to others if 
so authorized by law. 
— Amend the present law authorizing the Indiana 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles to sell information from the 
bureau files while still retaining a provision that 
individual file information could be obtained for one 
dollar upon request. The commission members heard 
objections to use of the bureau files for mass mailings 
and also testimony that insurance firms and other non­ 
law enforcement people must have some way of getting 
information about specific motorists. 
— Provide that individuals cannot be required to 
provide their social security number as a universal 
identifier if they object to giving this information. This 
bill would specify that agencies using social security 
num bers as identifiers, such as the BMV and the State 
Departm ent of Revenue, provide another identifying 
num ber for those who object to giving their social 
security number. 
— Amend the public records law to require that all 
state agencies and departm ents periodically justify their 
reasons for keeping individuals identifiable records. 
Officials of the various state agencies and departm ents 
would provide such justification to the Public Records 
Commission if they wanted to keep individual records 
beyond three years.

Conquering Huntington s Disease 
Hunting ton's disease afflicts 
a member of my family. It Is 
part of my professional, as well 
as my personal, concern. I am 
actively engaged with the 
Commission for the Control of 
Huntington’s Disease and Its 
Consequences. 
It is urgent that this long- 
neglected disease be brought to 
the attention of the public. Will 
you help? — Dr. N.S.W., Md. 
Dear Dr. W.: 
When Congress created the 
Commission for the Control of 
Huntington’s Disease and Its 
Consequences a vehicle of hope 
was established. 
Suddenly, a flimsy prayer 
was converted into forceful 
reality. It is hoped that medical 
education of the laity will now 
give a sound structure to this 
problem, 
to 
the 
early 
recognition of the disease and to 
its prevention and cure. 
H u n tin gton ’s 
d ise a se , 
previously known as 
‘Hun­ 
tington’s Chorea," was first 
recognized and described by an 
American 
doctor, 
George 
Huntington, 
more 
than 
a 
hundred years ago. 
He has been honored for his 
brilliant observations of this 
disease which bears his name. 
Now, it is hoped he will be even 
more greatly honored when 
scientists, 
working in coor­ 
dination with the Commission, 
find a means of curing and 
preventing 
Huntington’s 
disease 
Hie disorder is now accepted 
aa having a hereditary basis 


The symptoms of this type ol 
Chorea (a word taken from the 
Greek, meaning “dance") are 
forms 
of 
uncontrollable 
twisting, jerking and pur­ 
poseless movements. 
Unfortunately, symptoms do 
not become apparent until the 
patient is past 35 years of age. 
By this time, people with this 
genetic 
defect 
may 
have 
unknowingly passed on this 
hereditary disease to one or 
more children. It rarely strikes 
in childhood. 
The wide range of symptoms 
and personality variations often 
makes it difficult for the exact 
diagnosis 
of 
Huntington’s 
disease to be established. 


It is hoped that the newly 
created 
Commission will, 
through research, discover 
some 
bio-chemical 
or 
microscopic test that will 
establish the diagnosis early in 
life and prevent the personal 
and family catastrophe of this 
disease. 
Woodrow Wilson Guthrie, 
well known as Woody Guthrie, 
balladeer, folk singer and poet, 
was afflicted with Huntington’s 
disease.

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History And Hearsay 
Hemp Hassle

In 1611 the colonists of Jam esto w n w ere 
ordered to cu ltiv ate the hem p plant in a d ­ 
dition to grow ing their own food. The tough 
pliable fiber that ran along the stalk of the 
hem p w as the strongest n atu ral fiber known. 
It w as used to m ake rigging and sails for the 
ships th at m ade M other E ngland such a 
form idable sea pow er. U nfortunately hem p 
did not grow well on th at island and it w as 
n ecessary for E ngland to im port it at g reat 
expense. E nglish m erch an ts looked to the 
new colonies to change this. 
H ow ever, the colonists found hem p w as 
difficult 
to 
harv est 
and 
expensive 
to 
m an u factu re into the sailcloth and rope that 
w as in such g reat dem and 
A lthough the 
plants grew w ithout m uch c are, the crop w as 
not a m oney m aking one. so the colonists 
sim ply ignored the royal ord er. T heir first 
concern w as w ith supplying th em selv es with 
food and sh e lte r Any tim e left over w as spent 
at fu rth erin g their own fortunes and not the 
fortunes of the m other country. The colonial 
fa rm e r in V irginia could m ake about 300 
shillings p er hundred w eight for a crop of 
tobacco as com pared with the ten to tw elve 
shillings p er hundred w eight a crop of hem p 
would net him . 
E ven in New E ngland w here tobacco would 
not grow profitably the se ttlers w ere re lu c ­ 
tant to grow hem p, though with th eir ship­ 
building and seafa rin g population the need for 
hem p w as m uch easier to see Though th ere 
w as a read y m ark et, the h arv estin g of the 
crop w as m uch h a rd e r than fishing or trading 
for a living F irst the plants had to be pulled 
up by the roots and laid out in the sun to dry. 
Next it had to be rotted in w ater and dried 
again T his m ade it possible to pound (by 
h a n d ) aw ay the outer stalk and se p a ra te the 
usuable fibers with a com b like tool called a 
hackle Next the fibers w ere placed on a reel 
to be fashioned into long th read s, m uch as 
g reat g ran d m o th er spun y arn 
This th read 
had to be bleached and dried once m ore 
before it could be woven into cloth or m ade 
into rope 
When the royal d ecree failed to produce the 
desired resu lts, the G overnor of V irginia 
sought to m ake the grow ing of hem p m ore 
profitable by offering a special bounty for 
hem p and also im posing a fifty pound fine 
against every farm er who did not produce at 
least two pounds of hem p fiber p er year. The 
G overnor w as em b a rra sse d to report that he 
him self lost$l .OOO in trying to com ply w ith the 
law because of the high cost of labor. Next he 


tried m aking hem p legal tender at specified 
ra te s up to >4 of all debts. This, too failed. 
E ven w ith slave labor, it w as sim ply too 
costly a venutre. 


In la te r y e a rs T hom as Jefferson tried his 
hand at raisin g hem p and lost m oney on the 
v en tu re. 
He 
rep o rted , 
“ While 
hem p 
is 
abundantly productive and will grow forever 
on the sam e spot 
the breaking and the 
beating it. which has alw ays been done by 
hand, is so slow, so laborious, and so m uch 
com plained of by our lab o rers that I have 
given it u p .” G eorge W ashington reported 
alm ost the sa m e experience. 
A fter the R evolution the dem and for hem p 
rem ain ed high and new uses w ere found for it. 
It w as woven into the w hite top of the 
C onestoga w agon that brought se ttle rs w est, 
m ade tro u sers for fa rm e rs, and 
w as 
a 
valu ab le p art of p ap er for printing news. 
P ric es rose until it becam e profitable to raise 
the p lan ts when cotton fa rm e rs began using 
so m uch hem p to tie the bales to g eth er for 
shipm ent. By 1810 hem p w as the principle 
crop raised in K entucky and by the 1830’s the 
industry w as flourishing in M issouri and 
M ississippi as well. E ven Indiana had hem p 
fa rm e rs and rope w alks that m an u factu red 
the fiber into cordage. 


A fter the Civil W ar, the production of hem p 
fell off. Southern fa rm e rs found it ch eap er to 
bind th eir cotton bales with iron bands and 
ships began to use steam instead of sails. The 
d em and for rope w as fu rth er eroded by the 
use of w ire rigging w here rigging w as still 
req u ired The industry languished until the 
1920’s when the U nited S tates governm ent 
m ade the cultivation of hem p illegal unless 
special 
perm ission 
w as 
g ran ted 
by 
the 
F ed eral governm ent. 
The reason for this legislation w as the 
grow ing us** of m ariju a n a, a drug m ade from 
the flow eringtops of the hem p plant Now only 
duly licensed fa rm e rs m ay raise hem p and 
we a re constantly reading of the a rre st of 
persons who seek to cu ltiv ate it illegally. 
S everal a rre sts have been rep o rted in Rush 
County during the past y ear for this offense It 
seem s ironic that once we had to be coerced 
into grow ing som ething which now m any 
citizens 
clam o r 
for 
the 
right 
to grow 
W hatever its virtues or evils, the dem and to 
legalize m ariju a n a is grow ing and the issue is 
as controversial as the grow ing of hem p w as 
JOO y e a rs ago when colonists first began to 
cu ltiv ate the plant on this continuent.

W atson, in the next room , his 
w ords w ere picked up by the tra n sm itte r 
they w ere testing 
Incidents like that a re , of course, the stuff 
of which history is m ade But I often w onder 
w hat Bell m ight have said if he had not 
spilled th at acid 
T here a re two schools of thought about 
this 
One school holds that even w ithout the 
acid spillage, Bell still 
would have said 
som ething 
prosaic 
Som ething 
l i k e , 
“ T esting One Two T h re e ." 


But I ’m from a different school. 
Bell surely m ust have been aw a re that the 
invention on which he w as w orking would be 
the 
m ost 
revolutionary 
com m unications 
breakthrough since the invention of sm oke 
signals 


He m ust also have been aw are that the 
w ords used in the w orld's first telephonic 
transm ission would live on in history. 
It is therefore reasonable to assu m e that 
he had given a good bit of thought to w hat 
he w as going to say Q uite likely had w ritten 
it down on a slip of paper. M ight even have 
reh earsed it in front of a m irro r. 
But since the acid spill precluded its 
d elivery, we m ust rely on co n jectu re for any 
reconstruction 
of 
w hat 
he 
m ight 
have 
intended to say. 
One clue to his intentions possibly can be 
found by leaping ahead to the following year 
1877 — when T hom as A E dison invented 
the phonograph 
T hese two inventions, as we now know, 
eventually dovetailed E dison's invention of 
the phonograph coupled w ith B ell's invention 
of the telephone m ade possible to d ay ’s Dial* 
a P ra y e r 
and 
other 
recorded 
m essage 
services, 
A nyw ay, in the 1877 test that b ecam e the 
w orld's first phonographic reproduction of 
sound, E dison w as not concerned about acid 
burns and therefore could chose his words 
w ith historic deliberation 
W hat he said w as, “ M ary had a little 
lam b ”

Prices Slump

for corn, hogs and o th er crops and livestock 
slum ped for the fourth straig h t m onth in 
N ovem ber and dropped the farm p arity 
ratio to its low est level since the spring of

indicate. 
The d e p a rtm e n t’s m onthly rep o rt on crop 
p rices and fa rm e rs ’ costs T uesday show ed 
the a v e ra g e p rice for all raw farm products 
declined 3 p er cen t during the m onth ending 
Nov. 15 follow ing declines of 5 per cent in 
O ctober, one-half p er cent in S eptem ber and 
4 p er cent in A ugust. 
The late st decline, leaving prices 6 p er 
cent below a y e a r e a rlie r, w as fueled m ainly 
by slum ping prices for corn, w heat, hogs, 
ca ttle 
and 
g rap efru it. 
In creases 
f o r- 
soybeans and eggs only p artlyoffset the 
losses. 
R etail food p rices, m eanw hile, w ere still 
expected to be stab le this w inter and to 
show no m ore than a 3 to 4 p er cent in crease 
in 1977 — close to the co m p arativ ely m odest 
3 per cent food inflation ra te estim ated in 
1976 
The farm p arity ratio — an econom ic 
indicator w hich m any econom ists claim is

longer 
very 
useful 
because

Carter And 
Foreign Affairs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
African diplomat summed up 
his feelings about the incoming 
administration 
‘‘It is quite clear that Jimmy 
Carter is intelligent, energetic 
and ambitious It is also quite 
clear that he is almost totally 
inexperienced in 
foreign af 
fairs.” 
The diplomat went on to draw 
from that observation approxi 
mately the same conclusion 
being 
expressed 
by 
some 
officials 
within 
the 
State 
Department 
— Carter may be uniquely 
dependent on his foreign policy 
advisers, at least for the first 
months, at least 
— 
Major 
undertakings 
in 
international relations will have 
to wait until he has learned his 
way around and develops the 
confidence 
to 
break 
new 
ground In the meantime, his 
administration will spend its 
time 
reacting 
to 
existing 
problems and building — with 
modifications — on the foreign 
policy legacy Henry Kissinger 
leaves behind 
In his final burst of energy, 
Kissinger lias busied himself in 
two areas — the Middle East 
and the Strategic Arms Limita 
lion Talks They offer the best 
possibility 
of 
early 
foreign 
policy successes for the new 
administration 
Kissinger’s long range plans 
for the Middle East finally fell 
into place within the last few 
weeks, with the apparent peace 
in lebanon 
As a result of the diplomacy 
of the last three years, the 
Carter administration will have 
an 
unprecedented 
influence 


with the moderate Arab nations 
that are the ultimate key to 
peace in the Mideast 


That influence is built on 
restored 
American 
relations 
and credibility with the three 
most important states in the 
Arab world — Egypt, Syria and 
Saudi Arabia The radical Arab 
"rejectionist” states. Iraq and 
Libya, for the time being have 
been effectively isolated 


The next logical step is to try 
to mediate a comprehensive, 
overall solution between the 
Arabs and the Israelis. Pros 
peels seem better than they 
have ever been, and it would 
have been one of Kissinger’s 
first projects had Ford won, 


Carter, in his second post 
election news conference, said 
he would put the Salt talks at 
the top of his agenda 
U.S and Soviet officials have 
indicated the two sides are 
close to agreement 
on 
the 
second round of negotiations to 
limit further strategic weapons. 
Carter said he will propose a 
freeze "at the present level the 
number of missiles, warheads 
and qualitative status ” 
"Qualitative status" appar­ 
ently 
refers to 
MIRVS,

The United States, according 
to
